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Truckers blast plan | 
on radar detectors

Some truck drivers see a proposed 
radar-detector ban as further evidence 
that Illinois is antagonistic toward them. 
They talked of increasingly restrictive 
rules and efforts to collect more state 
revenue from the trucking industry. 

The truckers responded to questions 
Tuesday at Smithway Motor Express in 
Granite City after Secretary of State 
George Ryan on Monday urged an end to 
“fuzz busters”’ in trucks. dl 

Truck driver Roger Thaurmond said, 
“This is our livelihood .and it isn’t the 
first ‘time the state has done something 


like this."" He cited the 55 miles per hour . 


speed limit for trucks in Illinois, which he 

-said is the only state in this region that 

does not have 60 or 65 mph laws outside 
ities. 

‘We travel 10 times as-much per day 
as the average car driver, making us an 
easier target. On average, truckers are 
not breaking the speeding laws. 

“All it’s really going to do is give the 
state a little extra money. It’s not going 
to make the roads any safer,’’ Thaur- 
mond said: 

Secretary of State Ryan said this week 
he will lobby for a ‘‘fuzz buster’’ bill that

will be introduced this spring. A similar 
bill failed last year. 

The bill would ban the radar detectors 
and enact a minimum fine of $50 for a 
first offense and $250 for subsequent 
offenses. Authorities making the arrest | 
would seize the detector as evidence. ~ 

Interstate truckers ing through Illi- 
nois would be required -to disconnect 
detectors and put them in a-locked com- 
partment outside the cab. 

“The only reason to own a radar detec- 
tor is to elude police radar and break 
speeding laws,"’ Ryan said 

“Research shows that truck drivers are 
far more likely than pther motorists to 
use detectors,”” he sajd.

Schools won't go on plant tour in Nevada for AIDS rumor

Granite City School District 9 will not send a 
representative to a hazardous-wastewater treat- 
ment-plant in Nevada to see first-hand how the 
facility operates. 

The district had been invited to visit the Eticam 
plant in Fernley, Nev., after expressing its con- 
cern regarding the safety of a proposed similar 


facility, in Granite City near Prather Elementary 
School. 


The school district representative would have 
traveled with a group of other Granite City offi- 
cials and interested parties April 8-10 to ol ve 
the operation of the Nevada plant and meet with 
Eticam’ officials, Fernley residents and environ-

mental officials. 

A March 26 letter from School Board President 
Mark Eavenson to Mayor Von Dee Cruse states 
that “ ...in our opinion, none of the board mem- 
bers or administrative staff is qualified to make a 
judgment concerning the safety of operations of 
the plant.”” 

The letter proposes that the funds would be bet- 
ter used to send an. impartial safety engineering 
firm to the Nevada facility to determine “‘what 
measures, if any, are needed to protect the stu- 
dents of the district." 

Reached by telephone Wednesday, Eavenson 
said that, while the district is concerned about the 
safety of the proposed Eticam Granite City facili- 
Be he thought a tour of the plant, paid for by 

ticam and conducted by Eticam, would be the 


equivalent-of a ‘“‘dog and pony show.”* 
School Board attorney Bill Schooley 
district to decline the offer. 

“We would be more interested in the effects the 
plant has had on property values near the plant, 
and talking to local officials,"’ in addition to safe- 
ty, Eavenson said. 

‘We want some questions answered, and feel 
Eticam ought to be willing to open its records and 
facility to independent experts in the fields of engi- 
neering and chemistry,"’ Eavenson said. 

Superintendent of Schools Gib Walmsley said he 
was ‘unaware the invitation included, opportunities 
to discuss the facility with residents, Farnley offi-

City retirees’ healt 
costs may double

The cost to 57 retired partici- 
pants in the Granite City 
employee health plan may soon 
double. 

Responding to increased 
claims and depletion of the 
fund’s cash reserve, the City 
Council’s Insurance Committee 
will recommend that rtici- 
pants’ contribution to the plan 
increase as of May 1. 

Participants include 219 active 
city employees and 57 retired 
city enployere or Seu Ee 
bers partic ing in n. 

Current clty mipunyens® contri- 
butions to the plan come directly 
from the general fund or Sewage 
Treatment Plant Fund as part of 
the city’s benefit package. 

But retirees and their depen- 
dents continue in the plan after 
their employment ends by elect- 
“ing to contribute a prenion. 

City Comptroller K.P. Mac- 
Taggart recommends the premi- 
um for individuals with single 
coverage increase to $187.69 per 
month, up from a current contri-

MacTaggart said premiums 
have not increased in five years, 
but claims and administrative 
costs have more than doubled in 
the same period. 
- Claims and administrative 
costs will reach nearly $1.4 mil- 
lion this year. They were 
$660,345 in fiscal year 1987-88. 

MacTaggart projects that the 
fund will operate at a deficit of 
nearly $415,000 this fiscal 
year — taking a big chunk of a 
$660,332 reserve on hand at the 
beginning of the year. 

He characterized the health 
plan as a “Cadillac” plan. 

The plan pays 80 percent of 
the participant’s major .medical 
expenses after a $50 per year 
deductible and 100 percent of 
hospitalization costs. 

The benefits could deplete the 
general fund and Sewage Treat- 
ment Plant Fund by more than 
$500,000 next year, MacTaggart 
said. 

Alderman Jim Miller, a mem- 
ber of the Insurance Committee, 
said the increasing cost of 
health-care benefits is a national 
problem affecting large corpora- 
tions as well as cities and small 
businesses.

Eo that information to any- 
ody, so there was no way it 
could have been overheard,’’ he 
said. 

The Red Cross_ routinely, 
screens all donated blood for 
HIV and, Painter said, **The Red 
Cross said that if any of the 
blood were found to be HIV Bosi- 
tive, the parents of that person 
would have been contacted. If as 
many as are rumored had been 
found, we would-certainly have 
gotten at least one phone call. 
We haven’t.”” 

Painter said the same rumor 
had circulated at Centralia High 
School and several St. Louis 
schools following blood drives. 
He said he believes ‘‘there is 
nothing to the rumor.” 

School Superintendent Gib 
Walnniey, also said no phone. 
calls had been received regard- 


ing positive tests, and also said 
he believes the rumor to be com- 
pletely false. 

Because of the laws concern- 
ing AIDS, William Schooley, the 
school district’s attorney, said, 
there is no way to completely 
disprove the rumor. 

“‘Nor to prove it,’ Schooley 
said. ‘But if there were really 
that many postyee among the 
students, the infection would 
have to be prevalent throughout 
the community. I think that if 
there were anything to (the 
rumor) at all, there would be 
poeee. screaming about it and I 
aven’t heard anything."” 

Eavenson said he considers 
the rumor ‘“‘totally false’’ and 
said, ‘‘It was probably started as 
a joke. It is’ unfortunate that 
someone has taken a situation 
that is already unfortunate, ‘a_ 
disease, and used it in this way. 
I think it needs to be stopped ‘in 
its tracks.”

_ Two lawmakers will leg- 
islation to catch up on $176 mil- 
lion in school aid payments,- 
despite the governor’s promised 
veto.” 

The state would borrow the 
money under the plan proposed 
Monday, by Assistant Senate 
Majority Leader Jerome Joyce, 
D-Bradley, and Rep. Phil Novak, 
D-Kankakee. 

Payments were delayed a 
month last year and the districts 
have stayed behind. Districts are 
borrowing to pay bills. 

Gov. Jim Edgar said he would 
veto the legislation because most__ 
superintendents are using the 
delayed payment to justify other 
factors affecting their budgets. 
‘There really is no problem,” 
the governor Said. 

But Joyce maintains there are 
plenty of. reasons to pass the leg- 
islation, 2 

“Day after day, there are sto- 
ries in the media regarding bud- 
get cuts, teacher layoffs and pro- 
gram eliminations,” Joyce said. 
“While the loss of the second 
state aid payment did not 
cause this, it is definitely-a*tor=— 
tributing factor.” 

Joyce said the state should 
take out the loans, rather than 
the schools, because the state 
can get lower interest rates.

Free publicity not the key 
to cleaner state highways 


Adopt a child? Of course. Adopt a pet? Many do it. But 
adopt a highway? It may sound weird, but it’s a program 
that’s being implemented in 45 states, and could possibly 
soon be a reality in Illinois 

The program gets businesses, individuals and organiza- 
tions to select stretches of roads and keep them presentable 
by periodically picking up litter and trash. In return, they get 
their names-on a sign along the road. 3 55 

At this point, the Illinois Department of Transportation is 
giving serious consideration to instituting the program 
IDOT is solely responsible for keeping 18,000 miles of 
roadway clear of trash 

To operate the program statewide, IDOT spokesman Rich- 
ard Adorjan estimates it would cost between $300,000 and 
$350,000 annually for safety classes and. materials. That 
seems like a small investment considering the state now 
spends about $6.5 million a year for litter pickup. 

Adorjan says Adopt-a-Highway would not reduce that 
figure ‘“‘substantially’’ because IDOT would still need all of 
its maintenance workers. But if the program’ operates 
effectively, there is no reason why IDOT could not reduce the 
number of its employees involved in that work. 

Whatever could 
would help IDOT’s budget at a time when state finances are 
tight. 

We urge the department to initiate the program and let 
Illino! itizens play a hands-on role in keeping our roadways 
litter- 

In the meantime, there are better programs, Programs 
that do the cleanup work without the state-sponsored incen- 
tive of free highway, advertising. Groups of people can get 
together because théy are interested in improving the looks 
of their community and not so interested in the credit they 
get for doing so. 

An outstanding example is the Tri-Cities Area Chamber of 
Commerc Stash Trash drive that will have representa- 
tives from several local groups out along area highways on 
April 11 picking up trash in the interest of a better-looking 
community and not the free publicity.

Secretary of State and State 
Librarian~ George H.~ Ryan 
announced that 38 school dis- 
tricts in the Metro East will 
share nearly $15,000 in school 
library grants.
